Even if he does give way to 
drowsiness he ia apt to be rudely 
awakened before he has had time to 
get Ms eyes fairly closed, and. this 
awakening is done by tho American 
District Telegraph company. 


Tho system employed is simple, 


but effective. 
In each building of a 


subscriber aro plncetl calls, connected 
with tickers in the district office of 
the company. To reach the colls suc- 
cessively tho -watchman has to trav- 
erse the whole building from top to 
bottom. There is n schedule raado 
out for him, showing the timo at. 
which ho must pull each coll. If ho 
fails to do so at tie appointed time, 
he will soon be asked for an explana- 
tion. For instance, in one of the large 
dry goods houses there is a station, 
as tho culls are named, in tho de- 
livery room in the subbnseinent. 
Hero tho signal must bo turned in 
for the first timo at 7 p. m. At 7:02 
p. m. a call must bo sent in from 
the soda water fountain on tho main 
floor, at 7:0-1 from tho front of tho 
main floor, and so on signals must 
bo turned in at intervals of two min- 
utes until tho watchman has gone 
all over the store. Then at 8 o'clock 
he begins again aud keeps up his

At this moment appears a gentleman 


whinn all Paris knows and almost all 
Parisians iifluru—namely, Fraucisqno 
Saruey. Knowing himself to be among 
friends, he talked freely. For half a 
century nearly vox grout crirtc has held 
the pcu, at first timidly, and now_ho 
wields it with unquestioned authority. 
Like most Parisian celebrities, he was 
born iu the provinces, at Dourdan, 
whew his fatliei- kept n school after tho 
fall of the first Napoleon dissolved tho 
army in which tho elder Sarcey bad in- 
sisted on enlisting iu spite of his excess- 
ive nearsightcduess, transmitted to hia 
sou. There Saroey's parents toiled with 
varying fortnneH, and thence Francis qua 
took his flight for Paris and walked 
Brmly in the footprints of tho late Jules 
Jamii, who also devoted his lifo to 
dramatic criticism. Ha makes an idol, of 
the drama.
